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St Peter’s and the Tiber The Tiber, into which 
Romulus and Remus were thrown in infancy by order of 
their wicked uncle, is also the famous river which Horatius 
swam after the fight at the bridge, which Macaulay versi¬ 
fied. St. Peter’s is the first Roman Catholic Cathedral in 
the world. Michael Angelo lavished his art on the dome ; 
the facade was designed by an inferior mind. 
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
